The Enema 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

An exceedingly curious story of the origin of 
the enema is told by Pliny, who states that the 
use of clysters or enemas was first taught to 
man by the stork, which used its long beak for 
the purpose of injecting the water, finding itself 
forced to do this because the food upon which it 
lives was very constipating 
Whether this story is true or 
not, # is fairly well agreed 


that the enema was known 
and used as an emergency 
measure by the ancient 


Egyptians. 

The enema as we know it 
today is supposed to have 
been invented by an Italian 
living about the time of Col- 
umbus. Louis XIII is said to 
have had as many as 200 
enemas given him within a period of six months 
by his physician, Bovard. During the reign of 
Louis XIV the enema became very fashionable 
and the court ladies are alleged to have taken 
from three to four each day, having found out 
that this kept their skins rosy and clear, They 
did not use the plain enema that we use now, 
however, but perfumed the water with berga- 
mot, rose, angelica and orange. 

The enema is rightly classed by many doc- 
tors as being the most valuable single remedy 
to use in both acute and chronic diseases. Often 
severe symptoms will abate immediately when 
the enema alone is used. It is a valuable method 
of quickly relieving the lower part of the in- 
testinal tube of its contents without irritating 
the stomach and small intestine.

In taking an enema, an excessive amount of 
water should not injected, which would 
serve to cause distension, nor should the water 
be hot enough relax the intestinal muscles. 
Tepid enemas of about one quart of plain water 
are the most satisfactory. The best time to take 
them is first thing in the morning or just before 
going to bed. However, in case of food poison- 
ing, indigestion, headache, or practically any 
other trouble, arising in the digestive tract, the 
enema may be used at ar& time and brings 
almost immediate relief. Certainly the

Built at 96 Street, 
103A Avenue 


At an impressive ceremony at- 
tended by 100 persons, Dr. R. C. ; 
Wallace, retiring president of the 
University of Aiberta, Tuesday 
afternoon, turned the first sod for 
the Bissell Memorial Insiitute to 
be erected at the corner of 103A 
avenue and 96 street, adjacent to 
the Boyle street baseball grounds. 
The institute is being erected by | 
funds bequeathed to the Home 
Missions board of the United 
Church of Canada for this pur- 
pose. 
The late T. E. Bissell, manufac- 
turer of the Bissell disc harrows 
left $120,000 to the United church 
to be used in home missions, Of 
this amount $30,000 was designated 
for the erection of an institute at 
whatever place Rev. J. T. Stephens 
pastor of the All People’s Mission, 
Bis- 
Stephens met Mr 
Bissell in Saskatchewan some years 
ago when he, (Mr. Stephens), was 
engaged in organizing agricultural 
and boys fairs, as part of the social 
service work of the defunct Metho- 
dist Church of ‘Canada 

“IT am confident that this mem- 
orial institute will serve the pur- 
pose of the kingdom of God and 
assist the people of this community 


to walk rightly and do justly,” Dr 
Wallace said
